A Curious Mirror That May Be' Mado 


'Transparent. 


One of the most, curious inventions 


of..this age-is what Is.called platinized 
,'lass. A piece of glass is coated .with 
an exceedingly thin-layer o£ a'liquid 
'barged with platinum aud then raised 
to a red heat. The platinum'becomes 
nnltpd to the glass in such a way.as 
to form an odd kind of mirror. 


The glass has not really lost.. its 


transparency, and yet If one places - it 
against a wall and looks at It he sees 
his image as in an ordinary; looking 
glass. But when light Is allowed to 
Rome through the glass from the other 
side, as when it Is placed in a window. 
It appears perfectly transparent, like 
ordinary glass. 


By constructing a window of plati- 


nized glass one could stand close be- 
hind the panes in an unillumlnated 
room and behold clearly everything 
going on outside, while passcrsby look- 
ing at the window would behold only 
i flue mirror or set of mirrors hi which 
their own figures would be reflected, 
while the person inside remained In- 
visible. 


In France various tricks have been 


contrived with the aid of this glass 
In one a person, seeing what appears 
to be an ordinary mirror, approaches 
It to ga&e upon himself, A sudden 
change in the mechanism sends light 
through the glass from the back, 
whereupon it insuiutly becomes trans- 
parent, aud the startled spectator finds. 
himself confronted by some grotesque 
ngurc that bad been hidden behind tbi 
magk glass.—New York Tribune.
